EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

a. Applicant disclosed an invention relates to secure printing of value-bearing items 
(VBI) preferably, postage. More specifically, a cryptographic module for secure printing 
of VBIs. Applicant's invention is novel and innovative in the sense that it provided a 
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plurality of cryptographic devices remote from the plurality of user terminals and coupled 
to the computer network, wherein each cryptographic device includes a computer 
executable code for authenticating one or more users and verifying that the authenticated 
user is authorized to assume a role, and wherein each cryptographic device is capable of 
performing value management functions for one or more users, wherein each 
cryptographic device is not dedicated to particular user terminals. Lewis the closet prior 
art teach an invention directed towards electronic financial transactions between a 
customer having a personal computer (PC) and a remote service provider via the Internet, 
more particularly between a large plurality of customer PCs ("clients") and a remote 
service provider ("server"), wherein each transaction is digitally signed by the originator 
and is executed by the remote server, and a unique evidence of payment for the 
transaction is provided to the customer. Lewis fail to teach or suggest a plurality of 
cryptographic devices remote from the plurality of user terminals and coupled to the 
computer network, wherein each cryptographic device includes a computer executable 
code for authenticating one or more users and verifying that the authenticated user is 
authorized to assume a role, and wherein each cryptographic device is capable of 
performing value management functions for one or more users, wherein each 
cryptographic device is not dedicated to particular user terminals.
